If yeu anoint yourself on Saturday, you will end your life in 
happiness. 

JSat^injf .---One must bathe with his &ce eastwards, except 
m the river, in which the direction of the face must be with 
that of the current. The greatest virtue lies in taking bath in 
a river. Next to a river ranks the well Bathing in a house 
should, as &r as possible, be avoided. Nothing should be eaten 
or drunk before the bath, espedally by the twice-born (Brdhmanas 
lEshattriyas, and Taishyas). 

Birth. — ^The child bom on a Sunday will be clever, fidr, and 
80 iUiistriousas to become a minister; on a Monday good-natured; 
on a Tuesday, officious ; on a Wednesday, wise ; on a Thursday, 
virtuous ; on a Friday, thievish; and on a Satinxlay, trouble-some. 

CaM oj nature. — When going to stool or urinary one ought 
to have his head covered, and sit quietly with his face towards 
the north in the day, and south in the night. 

Cholera. — ^It is nothing but the wrathful vengeance of the 
goddess £^li or Mah& K&U, with her fearful aspect and the wreath 
of skulls round her neck, and can only be removed by appeasing 
her anger with propitiatoiy offeriags. 

Death^A person dying on a bed or a roof becomes a Bh&t or 
a Churail (male or female evil-spirit respectively) : and with this 
. belief care is taken that no one should die on a bed or a roof, 
but on the floor, which is on the approach of the death of a 
person well cleaned with cow-dtmg and covered over with Eus& 
grass if available. 

Earth.— The earth is believed to be resting on the I^om of 
a C0W9 a&d the raised probosces of eight elephants^ called Diggaj 
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BBUGIOtJS BliLIEFB: 3 

(elephants supporting the re^ons). Hie. guardians of t&e eight 
points of the earth are In(&a, of the east; Agni of the south-east; 
Yama, of the south ; Nirrita, of the south-west ; Euvera 
of the north; Ish£n or Siva, of the north-east; YanmaLof thawest ;^ 
Y&ya or M&rut, of the north-west. 

Eclipse. — ^It is beKeved that at the chumihg of the ocean- 
by Vishnii, when the. gods had produced Amrita or nectar, Bdhli, 
the son of Viprachitta and SinhikA of the Daitya (demon) femily, 
who had four anns and a body ending in a tail,, disguised himr 
self as a god and drank a portion of it. The sun and the 
moon detected the fraud and informed Vishnii, who severed his 
head and two of his arms from the rest of the. body. Nectar 
having secured him immoreality, the head under the name of 
Bdhti, the Ascending Node, and the tail under the appelation of 
Eetu, the DesdendiiigNode, were transferred. to the stellar^world, 
where the head wreaks ven^feance upon the sun and the moon by 

takes place.; and taking food, or drink of any sort or doing aught 
but pray ers is prohibited during the timait liasts. Any cooked 
food in the house remaiiiing uneaten during the eclipse is consi- 
dered polluted, uiUess covered, with the sacred Eus& grass, and 
is given away generally to sweepers, wha as representatives 
of the Daityas get a deal of chsudty on the occasion. 

To have a dip into tbe pond at, Euruksheti^ 1^0 sceni^ 
of battle betwe^a the Kauravas and the Fdadavas, j& held most 
sacred during a solar-eclipse ; while & great gapthedng takes pla^ 
at the bathing-places in Benares, oa the banks of the Ganges, 
during the lunar-eclipse: though other holy placea are also 
resorted to for bathing whic^ is. oblitory while th& eclipse lasts 
and immediately after it ib over. 

Fasting. — Fksts ar& observed on: certain days of the week 
to gain ca*tain ends. For example^ a &st on Sunday is effica^ 
cious in removing optical affections; that on Monday in relieving 
mejatal sufferings; aad that g^ T\]^ssday in curing dieieas^ of the 
bloo^tqfkzbqreto^ :

FestivoJs. — T!h& two great Hindii festivals of the year aar^ 
Dashahard and Holi for the celelu^tion of rejoicings at th0 
auJTomn and spring harvests; though Mythology will have a 
different origin of these. It is said that the former, the tenth of 
the lunar fortnight of iKswin; being the day on which Bima 
after the conquest of Ceylon entered Ayodhya in triumph, it is 
to celebrate this the festival is held, and the, lords of the land 
pjorade their horse and foot, and give sumptuous entertainments. 
The latter Holi or HoGkd, accordiipLg to some, is the name of a 
woman, sifter to Hiraqya Elashyapa, a R&kahasa, &ther of 
I^hldda, whom she tried to bum to death merely because he 
loved and feared Qod. He was, however, mirac]ilously saved, 
while it was Holi that was burned to ashes; and it is at his 
escape, great ^joicuigs take placa According to others it i? said 
to be dedicated to Krishna and the Oopf s. The festival is held 
in the month of Ph&guna during the three or four days ending 
with the fiill-moon. The chief observances are sprinkling one 
another witi^ red or yellow powder, addressiag passers-by with 
jokes, fflnging amorous songs especially about Krishna, and light- 
ing fires, around which rude frolics are practised Besides these 
there are Salono or Baksh&bandhan or Rishitarpani Pumimd in 
August; Diw&U or Dip M&lik& about the end of October; Basant 
Panchami in January; and Siva B&tri about the close of February. 
Their description is given below : — 

Salono-^It is actually the day on which the ancient Aryans 
tised to offer water to the manes of their ancestor Bishf s ; but in 
modem mythology it is said to be the day on which Vishn6, hi 
the incarnation of V^an (Dwarf), asked alms of the whole 
world belonging to Bdj£ Bal, who was trying with his religious 
devotion to oust Indra from his kingdom, and seoxt him to the 
fubterran^ous r^ons. 

- .' ^ Diw&tf-^It is a festival held in honor of Lakshmf, tha goddess 
^f wealtL Great illuminations take place, and entertpuunenta 
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given. On this day it ia popidair^, though immglj, belieirad thal^ 
gambling is auspicious. . 

Basant Panchamf — ^It is a festiyal held to hail the idvent 
of spring and is celebrated with great eclat. 

Siva Bitri-r-It is a festival held in honor of Siva^ whothat 
day decided the dispute between £bdim& and Yishnd for great- 
ness by declaring in &vor of the latter for his truth, and againi^ 
the former for speaking fidsehpod. The dispute occupied the 
whole day and, the deddon was pwnomiced at mid^ht AU 
the parties had io be without food, and hence a &st is observed. 

Forgiveness. — ^To take a leaf of grass ia the inouth is to ask 
forgiveness, after which to inflict aay injury is considered very 
irreligioua 

Oods. — ^The number is thirty three crores, the principal 
deities being Brahm^, Yiduai&i Mahesha or Sivsk (fprmiog tii^ 
Hindu Triad), Indra, Kuvera, Yaruim, Agni, Sfiiya, &c.

AyodhyA, cm the Saryu, new YymhsA m (^adh, the i Wirtfe 
place of B4ma, the deified hero of th& Sppdds, has t)3^ won]^ 
of Yishnii an4 Hantim&n or MaMbir, the monkey-god, commander 
of Bima's forces against Bdvana. Great number of pilgrims 
assemble at Bamanaumt the birth disiy of Bfima^ in CSiait^ about 

the beginning of April.

Jfat/iurd, in K* W. ?.» the bii^ pli^ of Krisbiiui^ i^of$^ 
daifiod^bero, imabo'th^^ wcffiMp^olYiidN^ Number of pjL^lgr^ 
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Mdyd, a small towa from which the Ganges canal nms, i» 
near Hardw^, where a great fair is annually held about the end 
of ChiuLt (March) or the beginning of Baisakh, when the sun. 
enters Aries (the Goat). 

Kdahi, otherwise Benares^ is a large town; en the Ganges ia 
N. W. P., and has the worship of Siva* It ia one of the chief 
seats of Sanskrit learning; 

^dnchi, or Conjeveram, is situated in southern India. Thla 
is the oxdy place where there is a temple dedicated to Brahmd. 

Dwdrdvati, or Dw^k&, near the coast in Gujrat, is the^ 
place of r€^ge of Ejrishna when he was driven from Mathurd by 
Jarasindhu. It was in the suberbs of this place, l e. in the 
Prabhds Eshetra, that Krishna was unintentionally shot by an. 
arrow from the bow of one of the wild foresters of the tribe of 
the Bhlls, near the "Fountain of the Lotus." 

AwantiJcdpuH, or Ojein in Malw&, was the seat of a great 
empire under king Vikramaditya. Siva under the name of 
Mah&k&la is worshipped here. 

Rd/meshwaray in the island of Biamisseram, to the north of 
Ceylon, has the worship of Siva. The temple was consecrated 
by Bama at the time of his bridging over the guif between IncSa 
and Ceylon. 

BadHnAth, at the foot of the Himalayas, near Srinagar, 
Gurhwal, N. W. P., is an image of Vishnii Pilgrimages are 
made to the temple during the hot season, especially in the 
month of Bais&kh (April-May) 

JaganndOi, meaning "the Lord of the world," is^a temple in 
Purl, near Cuttack in. Orissa, where Vishnu is worshipped. The 
place is much resorted to by pilgrims on the day of Bath J&tri (the 
car procession) in the month of Ash&rh, fsdling on or about the 
25th of Jime. A legend also says that Krishna, to absolve him- 
ielf of the sins of thefbs and flirtations, he had committed in his 
^ly age, had his hands and leija cot off and secluded himselfin 
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tlie place under the title of Jagiaim&th, together with his brother 
Bdma or Balar&ma^ and his sister Subhadri. 

PrayAg, a Sanskrit word for the place of sacrifice, is a 
celebrated place of pilgrimage, now called Allahabad, at the 
confluence of the Ganges and the Jamna with the supposed 
subterranean Saraswa^ii, forming the Tribeni (tri-current). A great 
fair assembles in the month of M4gh, on or about the 14th 
January, when the sun moves into Gapricomus, the Dolphin. 

Gayd is a city in Beh&r and a place of pilgrimage. It was 
sanctified by the benediction of Yishnli, as a tribute to the piety 
of Gaya, a Rijarshi (Royal devotee), performer of a celebtttted 
sacrifice; or according to another legend, to Gaya, an Asura 
(demon), who was overwhelmed here with rocks by the gods 

Sakya Sinh Gautan;ia, tiie founder of the Buddhist reHgion, 
is also said to have contemplated Gkxl in one of the monasteries 
upon a hill near Gayd, and hence the. place is also held in venera* 
tion by the Buddhists. 

It is incumbent on all ik& Hindi&s to go to Gaydi with a 
view to offer cakes to the manes. of ^tiieir ancestors at least onee' 
in their life-time ; for, the popular belief is that the dead never 
get a place ,in heaven until a Shr&ddh in honor of them is per- 
formed at this place. A great number of pilgrims assemble here 
in the month of Kuar or Aswin (September-October) and Ghaitra 
or Chait (March- April).

Jan&& or sa&red <ftf ead.— Ev^ry body by birth is a Stidra, 
but the investiture with the sacred thread or janeli purifies and 
ennobles him. Therefore it is incumbent on mates of all the 
divisions of the EQndIi c6miiiunity— of which there are four, viz,, 
Br£hmana,Eshattriya,Yaishya, and Slidra— -but the last to wear it, 
though at present the injunction is most rigidly observed only 
among thiB first tvro, and especially among, the Br&hmanaS|, the, 
Yaushj^ ftuttil]^ it on after ;the deaijli of tl^eir &thers. . ^ ^ 
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This tliread must rest on the l^fb shoalder bsiA reac^ iii 
length to the waist : but when cakes ar^ offered to the manes of 
the dead . its position must be changed from the left to the 
light shoulder. 

The age fixed for investiture in case of a Br&hmana is the 
8& year botmted from the <k.te of edtiception or of birth; for i 
Ei^ttriya, the tenth; and for Yaishytt, the tii^elfbh; thou^b 
allowance k made to put it off till ^ person attains to his sixteaith,' 
twentieth, or twenty-fourth year in respective communities. 

The sacred thread for aBrahmana is twenty-four, for aEshat- 
tHya twenty-three, and for a Vaishya twenty-two fingers long, 
and when it is torn the wearer cannot eat or drink until he puts 
on another. When aniswering any call of nature it is obligatory 
to motint it on the right ear.

Jalrney. — ^None should go to the north, on Tuesday and

BaL It is said that the latter by performing hundred righteous 
aets or yagyaa tried to oust the former, from his kingdom, and 
henee the animosity. 

Mahddeva or Siva. — As Brahmd of the EQndd Trinity is the 
Creator, and Yishnii, the Preserver, so Siva or Mahddeva is the 
Destroyer. He has three eyes, and is believed to ride on a bull 
osiled Nandi or N&ndiy&, and to have a host of ghosts and demons 
in lus company. He blesses a person with children if he or she 
propitiates him by observing a frust on the thirteenth day of th^ 
influx (Krishna Paksh) and the efflux (ShuUa Paksh) of the moon. 

Mankind. — When the Earth saw the light there were none 
to inhabit it. With this view Br&hm&, the creative^power of the 
Hindil Trinity, brought forth a number of bein^ who all took 



to asceticism and did not fiilfil the porpode kivtWfh thtyiirem 
made. Swayambhu Menu and SatyiEun&p&(ocNfTes^ 
and Eve req)ectiyely) were then produced by Bi^^hmi fr^ his 
right and his left arm» and bound together by 'w;^ock were 
ordained to be progenitors of m^mkind.

Since the institution of the four great divisions iM tftte c^te 
system it has been believed that the Brjlunaicias hat^ splrling 
from the mouth, ihe Kshattriyas from the arms, the.

— A wc^an in her menses is looked upon on the first 
day as a Ghandalin (vicious); the second, as a Brahmaghiitnf 
(murderess); the third, as a Dhobin (washer- woman— ^unclean); and 
the fourth day, Shuddha (pure).

Monifha. — The names of the twelve months of the year cor* 
tespond to the twelve lunar manaons, treated in another place. 
They are Chaitra (March-April) from Chitri; Yais&kh (April- 
May) 'from YishikM ; Jyeshtha (May-Jtme) from Jyeshth& ; 
Asirh (June-July) from P^rva As&rh and Uttara Asfirh; Sr&vana^ 
(JulyrAug^#) from Sravana ; Bh&drapada (August-September) 
from Ptiirva 3h&drapada ^and Uttam Bh&drapada; Aswin or Eji&r 
(September-October) froni Aswini; E&rtik (October-^November) 
from Krittika; M^gashlrsha or Aghan (November-December) 
from Mrigashi^^ Paush(December-January) from Pushya ; Magh 
(January-February) from MaghiS; and Phalguna (February-March) 
from I^lb^a Phdlgimi and Uttara PhfflgunL Of these K&rtik, 
Aghan or Mirgashirsha, Migh, and Yais^kh or Baisdkh are 
considered more sacred than the rest. 

Ufahshatra or aafm877».-^Nakshatra8, lunar mansions or 
asterisms, are believed to affect the destiny of man, and conse- 
quently a horoscope of every child is prepared as soon as it is 
bom to see what luck or ill-luck would attend it during its life- 
time. They are twenty-eight in number. 

Aswini or Asvayujau, the head of Aries, figured like a 
horse's head, presiding deities being the Aswina

P9^t>mi6ie.— ^reat care is taken to keep a promise ; but when 
it is repeated three times it becomes irreyocable axid must be 
fulfilled: otherwise it is a great sin. 

Rivers, — Bivers are considered as o£^rings of gods and 
goddesses, and are worshipped as such. The Ganges is deemed the 
most sacred, the general belief being that it ran down upon the 
Qdirth from 4^e vety feet of Vishnu in beay^i, through the jot 
of hair on the head of Siva, at the great importunity of Bhigiratha, 
for «me*dfying-the remains of his aAoestow. 

Bhirikatap. — Any gift without reciting the Shankalap to 
the Mowing effect with water and kus4 grass in the right 
palm confers no benefit cm the giver. The year, ^e month, 
^e day, the hour, the course ci the sun^ tiie olgect (^ gift, the 
piirpose for which and the place where it iagjLyen, the name, 
gpt^ and caste of tKe giver as well as that of the i^ceiver, 
should be -openly pironounced and Qod be inwked to be a 
witn^'to it. • 

iS%at)£ti^.-— Obe must neVer shave on llonday, Tuesday, 
Sunday and Saturday; for, the fijrst bodes ffl to the oSs^prings ; 
the seccmd brings on death, especially by a .dagger ; while the 
third and the fourth ruin - reputation and healthr respectively. 
Wednesday and fViday are the best days for tJie operation^ 
thougp Sunday may also be aUowable. 
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Shaving on the day of ^ religiouet festival, at the, time of 
battle 01^ pf starting upon a journey, after anointmeipit^ hath,;aiid 
dinner, at night-M, and without having anything to edt upon, 
is also prohibited. 

To shave when the Nakshatra is ErittiUl, Anur&dhfi, Behind, 
|fi^h& or Uttari Phdlguni, is sure to bring on deiUih. 

ShrdddhcL — ^It is a kind of funeral ceremony held in honor 
of tiie departed relation at various fixed periods, and on oecasicms 
of rejoicing as well as mouniing. There are four kinds of 
shriddhas: — (1) Nitya (general and constant) performed in 
honor of the deceased, ^hen three Pindas L e., balls or lumps of 
^eat, more especially of rice 6r barley flour— mixed up with nulk, 
ghee (danfied butter), honey, Til (sesame), and jsugar-^-ore 
offered to three immediate paternal and three maternal ancestora 
(2) Naunittika (occasional and special) held in behalf of a parent 
grfKHne o&e relative recently deceased, called also Ekodishta 
ItB object is the re-embodying of the soul of the dead in some 
kjnd <^ form after the burning of the corpse and raismg him 
from tiie regions of the atmosphere, where he would otherwise 
wimder about among demons and evil-spirits, to the abode of 
Fitris m heaven. (3) E&mya (voluntary) performed merely for the 
greater benefit of the f<»re&thers, for obtaining increase of religious 
metit and prosperity, or for thanksoffering under various circum- 
rtluacea (4) Daiva, held in honor of Yishwe Devah^ all the 
IfiStilis collectively. 

The special season for the shr&ddha in honor of the Fitris is 
the dark fortnight of Asvina or Eu&r (Septeml^— October) 
called Fitri Paksha or Ean^gata

DevL No medicine is administered; lest the goddess be offend- 
ed ; but cold water at the foot of Nim tree (A^darachta Indica) 
and at tiie crossing of a pathway is pdured but daily by way 
of propitiation. The &lling of any one's shadow on the person 
affected is scrttpulouisly avoids, and great cleanliness is kept. 
Any ^rson dymg when attacked with this disease is not burnt, 
as is usual in other deatha

Social customs 

AccosHing.-^hi accosting a person to raise the left hand to 
the forehead is considered inimical 

Betfothal, — When a boy is engaged to a girl through the 
Instrumentality of priests and barbers, generally the parents of 
the latter send some cash and sweetmeat to the bay's house, to- 
gether with a gilaurf of betel-leaves (not very common) : and 
tliese ate all offered to the bridegroom after a due worship of 
household gods. Advances are always first made from the girl's 
side, and before the consent to imion is given the stars of the 
would-be bride and bridegroom as entered in the horoscope of 
each are consulted. If they are unfavourable the imion can 
never take place. 

£Mt— Contributions from maternal relations of the bride 
ond^ bridegroom go under the name of Bh&t. The suit of ap- 
parels worn by the bridegroom, togeth^ with some ornaments 
and cash varying from Bs. 5 to Bs. 500 according to means, and 
a portion of the dowry given by the bride's &ther consisting of 
cooking utensils, clothes and ornaments, are generally supplied by 
them. 

Birth. — On the birth of a child, iron in some shape or other 
is tied to the bed and kept there for the first forty days of defile- 
ment, to keep away the evil spirit Out-side the room of con- 
finement fijre is lighted day and night, at least for ten days if 
not for. the same period. Immediately after the birth of a 
child, a Br&hmana is called to tell its fortune and give it a name 
bearing the first letter of any of the four Charana (peai») of 
that day's Nakshatra (vide Nakshatra, Religious belieft). 

Rejoicings take place only when the child bom is a son. 
Music is played, dancing partied iffe cbllected, dinners are given 
to friends and relations, and gifts are bestowed upon the bouse- 
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hold servBJits and maids. Very little or nothing is done on 
mmilar occasions when a daughter is bom 

When a child is bom in the MUl Ndkah&tra (mde Nakshat^ 
TA, Bd^igioiis belie&), the &tixer does not see^ the child, or shave 
Mmself, or change his clothes for twenty-seven daya At the 
end of this period he has to bathe with his wife and the child in 
the water of 27 holy streams or springs, perform a Havana or 
Homa (ofiferings in the fire) to propitiate the asterisms, and feed 
27 Brdhmanas, or if his means do not permit, only distribute some 
ipfain among them. 

CaU of nature, —Making water when standings or speaking 
wben going to stool or urinary, indicates a want of good breeding 
ai^ is strictly forbidden. 

ChUdren's dothing, — ^The customis to dress children always 
in red, though other colours also are not forbidden,. White robes 
are, as a rule, never put upon them except when they are dyed, 
a. pairt only if not the whole. 

OhUd/r^n of first marriage, — ^These are- not allowed to 
witness the subsequent marriage of tb^ &ther after the death 
of the first wife. 

Daughter^ 8 property^ — Ta use adaughter's property is a 
great sin, so much so that it is unlawfol even tadrink water fix>m 
her well, or to- eat one's own food while sitting in her house. 
^Barents, as well as every member of the fiunily older than the 
daughter, observe this rule, which is not landing i!ipon the 
youngers. The family into which b, daughter is married have 
iJways a ckdm to draw on her parent's family. 

Day, — ^It is not allowable to pay visits of condolence for 
death or misfortune on a Sunday or a Tuesday. Days are aus- 
picious or ominous according to the good or bad nature of the 
planet after which they are named. 

DeatiL— When one dies the person performing the fun^l 
%liii— who during theperformancehasto livelikea devotee wearing 
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na apparel, putting on ^o. shoes, sleeping on the ground or 
ivooden chowkies, and not polluting himself with the touch of 
others — ^first gets himself shaved, then bathing, has the dead 
body mdl^ and oSedng a Pinda {idde Shrlddha, Beligous 
beliefia) places itr on >abi^ made <^ bamboos or wood, and with 
the asidstanoe of relatives called for mourning ocmveys it to the 
nearest gh&t (river bank) for bui^ning. 

On return the leaves of a Nlm tree ( Aiddrachta Indica) are 
chewed midway between the gh&t and the house, and fire and 
water are touched with the toes by all the persons, who never 
ent^ their dwellings without first washing their feet. 

For the finit t^i days durini? which it is believed the soul 
fekvdB to 1r«m*ddka, the abode^f Tama, a lamp bunm>g aU the 
24 hours of the day is lighted to illumine the path. As the 
iifii^ of this lamp £i6es the south, it is considered very unlucbjr 
t6 H^t a kmp' fiusihg the sotith on on^^ occasions. 

' *^ ' ' Odl file deieith of ayOung panson, mourning is kept up for about 
a year, while the demise of old people, with grand children and 
gjceAt gra^d children, is the occasion for great festivitieeL 

I Salutations should not be exchanged mth a person as long 
as he is engaged in the performance of funeral obsequieil. 

• JH^h'Vi^ioincf ^ufy^^-^J^M^ in a ydlow colour are 

diatriteited befiice. the day fixed for the performance of mar- 
ivs^m, a&d whoever accepts them considers himself bound 
to go iri^h the maniage procession. He who does not like to go 
gisneraUy declines taking them. 

Dpinff person. — Wh^ia peicKm is about to die, he gives 
away a cow and seven sorts of grain mixed in one to appease 
Tama, the god of death ; and when he is in agony, gold» 
silver, coral,, pearl, and copp^ are placed in his mouth to 
r^ve and purify him. After this heis so placed that his head 
points to the north and his feet to the south. 

E(M^borvng. — The tips of the ears of a child, are bored 
generally at the time of tonsure, and sometunes even aftw or 
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ll^Epi^ ills with peuter ear^^rings pointed at one end; and the gold^ 
mnii^ who performs the ceremony gets some reward. The child 
whose c»z8 are thus bored is given a laddtl (a ball of sweetmeat) 
ki Its hand at the time of the operation. 






Earthen pots. — After they have once been filled with< water 
lliey should not be touched by a person of another fiunilyfother^ 
they become imclean and defiled. 



Envdope. — ^It is a universal commercial practice^ not only 
among the Hindus but also among the Parsis and all native 
m^fchants, to superscribe the envelopes of their letters with the 
ijjinbols ^% 74J. Thoi origin and meaning of this is thus 
reli&ted. In 1568 A. D. the spoil fix>m the gold ornaments of 
Hie 1ir<nhen taken at the sack of Chittor was estimated to weigh 
?i| jaaans (about 3 tons) of gold. The valour of the defence of 
^liitcHr by Jaymal and the horrors of the sack became so deeply 
ji^pgressed on the popular mind, that ever since the number 74^ 
liilbten held accursed. In the superscription the three circles 
^^^^stahd for the fortress of Chittor, and the meaning of it is 
mM, io be ** may the sin of the slaughter at Chittor lie on him 
H^o^ iriolates the secrecy of this lettor."^ Another explanation is

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Jompnej/. — ^A person never goes out abroad until an auspi- 
^p di^y is fizjed for setting out in consultation with a Brihmana. 
A|jt|ie time of starting a pot full of ;water is placed or is held by a 
^;|!|ipf at the door, and itis usual to put in it a pice or two, or, 
.semethhas^ more a^ means permit. Such articles as ai^ 
-leaves, cards Siddhi leaves, the transplanted MvM 
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Sapi&nia, &c., are also placed in view. In &ct nothing isr 
undertaken without an auspidous day being previously appointed. 

Lagan. — Some days prior to the wedding a lett^ is written 
by the &ther of the bride to that of the bridegroom fixing the 
di^iesof different observances in nuuTiage; and since the des- 
patch and receipt of this the affianced couj^e are daily anointed 
with oil and a sort of rouge before bathing, and are not allowed 
to change their dress or go out of doors^ till the day for the 
marriage procession comes. 

Loan. — The making of a circle round the signature of a 
document, as also tearing it up on the top, is a sign that the 
liabilily has been discharged. 

Ma/rriage costume.— The bridegroom is dressed in a red 
loose gown with a yellow coat underneath and a yellow Dhoti 
(loin-cloth ) or silk txous^is ; a red turban, with a palm-leaf, 
cork or mica cap, called Maur^ over it, forms the head-gear; and 
a redcloth about two yards and a half long is flung round the 
shoulders. The dress of the l»ide generally consists of a white 
frock for the lower part of the body, and a red chddar or sheet 
of cloth, about two yards and a half in length and nearly a 
yaid and a half or three quarters in breadth, to cover the upper 
portion. 

Marriage Jokes. — Gk)od many jokes are j^ayed at the 
expense of the bridegroom by the sisters and friends of the 
bride. Sometimes shoes are wrapped in a cloth, and the bride* 
groom isasked to bow before them as if they were the gods of his 
fiunily ; and if he does so, the shoes are uncovered, and hia 
simplicily made a matter of much fim. 

Marriage knot — On the day the wedding is to take 
place a string with seven knots, called Eangni, is tied round the 
left hand of the bride, and the r%ht of the bridegroom. The 
knots of the former are untied by the latter, and vice versa, on the 
dUy followitig the weddmg, when alsethe consorts have^ to open 
the dosed fists of each oth^ single-handed as a trial pierhaps ot 
iQdutual JErtrei^gfiih. 
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Mmricige prohibition. — The marriage of a yoimger son, 
bdfore tiie elder one is married, is objectionable. 

Marriage proosy.-'Ihxpsktt& (sheet of cloth) is ssent to repre- 
sent an unavoidably absent husband to bring home the bride at 
her ^tial leave-taking, called Gauna, firom her parents' fiunily. 
Hus ceremony is performed after a year, sometimes after three 
or five years of the wedding, when the bride is of age. 

UTew house, — An auspicious day is fixed for laying the 
foundation ; and before the occupation of a new house Briahmanas, 
fiiends and relatives are feasted. When the owner first enters it, 
he usually carries with him a pot fall of water or other emblems 
^ good luck 

Nuptial ceremony. — When the bridegroom mounted on a 
mate or palanquin, together with the retinue of his fiiends, 
relatbns, and followers, reaches the bride's house, he is received 
at the doors by the female members of the &mily, and subse- 
qtiently taken in by the male members. Two wooden planks, more 
"^ less than a foot and a half long, about nine inches broad, and 
an inch and a half thick, are placed under the pole near the water- 
ju^in the wedding mansion. On these the bride and the 
bridegroom are seated, the former occupying the right side. 
Qoth together now invoke the blessings of gods and goddesses 
.ipd tnake ofiferings in fire, the priests reciting slokas and mantras 
t& propitiate them. The priests then recite the promises 
iniEMle by both to each other, such as; —

Ridimlous ierma.-^ Words denoting marriage relations, 
such as, Sasur " fether-in-law," S414 " brother-in-law, " Bahnoi *' 
'%isterV husband,^' Jama for D&m^, ''son-in-law/'^ as well as, M&mi 
'^maternal uncle," are jocular terms, sometimes bordering on abuse. 

Sacred thread. — The boy who is invested with the sacred 
thread has to keep within doors generally for three days previous 
to the eeremony. His head is entirely shaved leaving only a 
lock called photi.^ He is clad like mendicants m mrij^hhdlft 
(a deer skin), and a string miade of the fibres of a kind of flax called 
mdnj is put round his waist, A wooden slate (takhti) and a stick are 
placed in his hand. A small wallet is hung round his shoulders. 
And after all he is made to go out of doors as if to read at some 
place of learning. He is then met at the door by his sister, or 
in absence of one by his cousin or aunt, who desists Mm firom 
goiiig awajT % jnromise of marriage to isfme beaUtlftil girl, and
